On his rampage the dog entered 


several pigpens in the neighborhood 
of the Frank Cole farm, biting several 
of the swine in that locality. A num- 
ber of the doge iu and around Areudts- 
villethat were bitten have been killed 
by their owners.

SAMUEL H. EICHOLTZ, JUSTICE 


OF PEACE FOR 25 YEARS 


He Was Overcome While at Work in 


Garden from a Stroke and 


Slowly Succumbs. 


Samuel H. Eicboltz died at hie 


home, corner of Broad St. aud Carlisle 
road, on last Wednesday, aged 68 yre., 
6 months and 6 days. Ou the Friday 
eveuiuir previous he was helping at 
some work in the garden and sudden- 
ly complained that he could not see. 
His wife helped him to the house and 
he became unconscious and was in 
that condition many hours. He never 
rallied from the stroke. For several 
years his health had beeu frail. 
He 


was the oldest son of the late John 
Eicholt/ who had been Clerk of the 
Courts aud for a loug time Steward of 
the AlmshouBe. The deceased acted 
as deputy for his father while Clerk of 
the Courts and became familiar with 
legal affairs, and for twenty-rive years 
gave satisfactory service as Justice of 
Peace in Cumberland township, trans- 
acting a large amount of business be- 
lougiug to that office. 


He was a veteran of the Civil War 


having beeu largely instrumental iu 
recruiting Co. A. of the Ki-Jd Re«t. Pa.

The Kilsby manufacturing plant at 


Rochester was communicated with im- 
mediately after the fire of last week 
and the nature of the repairs explained; 
with request for oue of their expert me- 
chanics to come here and go over the 
lire engine Gen. Meade. 


At the same time Chief Wisot/.key 


sent a request to York for the loan of 
a (ire engine This was a \ery prudent 
step, as the borough would have been 
without the protection of a fire engine- 
while our engine wan apart aud not in 
working order. The trustees* of the 
Goodwill Fire Company of York gave 
their consent to their Hilsby engine be- 
ing sent up and it arrived on Thursday. 
The engine was not unloaded but 
placed at a point with everything 
ready for the unloading should there 
be occasion. 


In taking apart Gen. Meade it was 


found that one cog wheel was hadly 
damaged. One of the coirs broke, giv- 
ing play to the cog wheel in which it 
rode and the result was that all the 
CMgs on one wheel for a distance of a 
third of the wheel were broken off'. 
Ou the night of the lire the engine hart, 
come to a stop aud the stop was ex*- 
plaiued by this cog wheel. 


Wm. Langdou of the Silsby plant 


arrived Thursday evening aud started 
e a r l y Friday morning to go over 
Gen. Meade. New cog wheels instead 
of the broken ones were placed on the 
engine aud the packing in a number of 
places was replaced. He gave the en- 
gine a thorough examination and de- 
clared that it showed little, if any, 
wear aud that it was in first-class condi- 
tion. Charles H. Wilson helped in the 
work of repair and iu the boiler be- 
tween forty and fifty flues were found 
either leaking or about ready to begin 
to leak. These flues were taken out 
and new ones inserted. 


On Friday evening- after the Oen7 


Meade had been repaired it was given 
a test in the Square and demonstrated 
that it was in tine working order. It 
was made evident that a littlt packing 
was needed at one or more points aud 
when the repacking has been done 
Gen. Meade will be as good as a 
new engine. 


It has been a great satisfaction to the 


town to be given the assurance that 
Gen. Meade has shown no wear and is 
iu first-class condition. The accident 
to Gen. Meade makes the .present a 
most opportune time to consider the 
matter of additional lire protection. If 
the break to Gen. Meade had come 
when the engine got to work on the 
night of the fire the town might have 
beeu at the mercy of tiie flame?. 


The question agitating the minds of 


many of the firemen is ought the town, 
to have further protection as against 
the event of breaks. The shape that 
such further protection ought to take 
is being discussed. 


There are those advocating a chemical 


engine, as they prove very effective iu 
small tires, in the inside fires, at the 
start of fire aud preventing the spread 
of fires. Another Silsby engine is ad- 
vocated by others, that we had a num- 
ber of fires iu which two engines could 
have been used most effectively and 
that a second engine would always be 
'ready should the first break down. 


The opinion prevails that neither a 


chemical or a new engine would bt* 
needed if the water company would 
erect a stand pipe ou their prop- 
erty on East Cemetery Hill. It would 
give all the pressure needed for strong 
gravity streams. The water couipany 
could rig up an apparatus to pump 
water from their reservoir into a stand 
pipe nnd thus help the town to what 
would be oue of the best fire protection 
services. The present ought to be the 
most opportune time for representa- 
tives of the fire company aud of the 
water company to get together, 
the situation and make a 
proposition that would meet with pud- 
lie approval.

It w»s 
pronounced "a delusion" by the phyai- 
clatu of the ninteenth century, but the 
KcientistB of the twentieth century, ac- 
cording to Sir Oliver Lodfce. ma/ t* 
forced to rehabilitate it a<* the only 
means of IsKiie from the labyrinth in 
which all physical study I* now involv- 
ed. Stripped of technical verbiage and 
put briefly, the Franklin theory is that 
electricity and matter In combination 
form a neutral subutance. which is the 
atom of matter as we know it.

most interesting part of the problem 
for ourselves, says Sir Oliver, is the 
explanation of matter in terms of elec- 
tricity, the view that electricity, ac 
Franklin seems to have supposed, tbe 
fundamental "substance." 
What we- 


men of to-day have been accustomed 
to regard as an indivisible atom of 
matter is thus built up out of elec* 
trlcity. All atoms—atoms of all sort* 
of "substances"—are built up of the- 
same thing. In our day, to put it more 
clearly, the thebretical and proximate 
achievement 
of 
what philosophers, 


from Franklin's day to ours have al- 
ways sought—a unification of matter 
—is offering itself to physical inquiry.
